BILL 


1. A Bill to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa for the services of a part 
of the financial year 1994-95 . 


. ::Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa: in the Forty 
Fifth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Goa Appropriation 
( Vote on Account ) Act, 1994 . 

2. Withdrawal of Rs.1,23,77,00,000 from and out of the Consolidated 
fund of the State of Goa for the financial year 1994-95. -- From and out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa there may be withdrawn 
sums not exceeding those specified in Column 5 of the Schedule amoun 
ting in the aggregate to the sum of one hundred twenty three crores 
and seventy seven lakh rupees towards defraying the several charges 
which will come in course of payment during the financial year 1994-95 . 

3. Appropriation , — The sums authorised to be withdrawn from and 
out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa by this Act shall be 
appropriated for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule 
in relation to the said year .

Provision is made in this Bill to appropriate for certain services 
and purposes expressed in the Schedule during the Financial Year, 
1994-95 a sum of Rs. 1,23,77,00,000 pending discussions and voting of 
the Demands for Grants for the year 1994-95 by the Legislative 
Assembly . The amount mentioned above consists of Rs. 77,59,00,000 
on Revenue Account and Rs. 46 , 18,00,000 on Capital Account including 
Loans and Advances . 
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This Bill is introduced in pursuance of article 206 ( 1 ) of the Cons 
titution of India , to provide for the Appropriation out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Goa , of the monies required to meet the expenditure 
charged on the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa and the grants 
made in advance by the Goa Legislative Assembly in respect of the 
estimated expenditure of the Government of Goa for two months i. e . for 
themonths of April and May , 1994 . 


The Governor has in pursuance of article 207 of the Constitution of 
India recommended to the Legislative Assembly the introduction and 
consideration of the Bill .
